"In the national crisis precipitated 
by eventa which we heard the national 
conference committee of -ranroadli 
joins with you in the conviction that 
neither at home nor abroad should 
there be fear or hope that the efficient 
operation of the railroads of the coun- 
try will he hampered or impaired. 

"Therefore you are authorized to 
assure the nation there will be no 
strike and as a basis for such assur- 
ance we hereby authorise the Commit- 
tee of tbe Conndl of National Defense 
to grant tc the employes who are 
about to strike whatever adjustment 
your committee deems necessary to 
guarantee tbe uninterrupted and effi- 
cient operation of the railroads as an 
indispensable arm ot national de- 
fense." Secretary Lane issued this 
statement: 

"Regardless of the decision of the 
Supreme Court on the Adamson law 
the basic eight-hour day wiU go into 
effect. The details are being worked 
upon by a joint committee, which will 
have its negotiations completed. 
Victory For Trainmen, 

The decision reached by the man- 
agers at thehr midnight e o nfer e n ee 
means that the brotherhoods have won 
an important victory, although it does 
not bring tboni aU tb^ origtaal do-, 
mands. 

Immediately after Secretary Lane 
had made his announcement the broth- 
erhood leaders sent telegrams to all 

the general chairmen informing them 
that the strike had been declared off. 

The announcement of the managers 
that they had yielded apparently came 
as a surprise to tbe brotherhood 
chiefs, for they were in bed when 
summoned again * to the conference

GOVERNOR GETS 
POWER BY VOTE 



AUTHORITY GIVEN TO STANLEY 
TO APPOINT MEMBERS OF 
SSATC TAX COMMISSION. 



SENATE'S 0. K. UNNECESSARY 



Antis Succeed in Cutting Salaries to 
$3,600, After Cloae Vote of 48 to 77— 
Amendment Is Offered By Kaufman, 
of Qarrard County. 

(Special Frankfort Correspondence.) 

Frankfort. — The governor has bean 
given the authority to appoint the 
members of the Tax Commission with- 
out the approTal of the Senate. 

.Apparently the antis put one across 
when they succeeded in radncing the 
salaries to be paid the commissioners 
to be appointed by the governor, al- 
though the salaries were reduced from 
$4,090 to $3,600, only $400. This was 
equally as pointed a defeat for the 
antis, as they wished the salaries cut 
to '$2,000. The antla only made this 

slight reduction in salaries by a nose. 
I was by a vote of 47 to 47 that the 
amendment, offered by Repreaentatirs 

Kaufman, of Garrard county, reducing 
the salaries, was adopted. The amend- 
ment offered by T. R. Jones, of Callo- 
way, permitting the auditor $600 addt 
tlona! for his serrices on the commis- 
sion, was adopted. 

'1 he appropriation for the commis- 
sion was iu close quarters when, after 
Representative OliTer had declared 
that it would aeeapt aa amandment re- 
ducing the appropriation to $16,000, 
Kaufman's amendment, fixing it at 
$12.0(«), rei eived a tie vote, and Speak- 
er Duffy voted "No," defeating iL The 
House adopted Rapreaantattra Whita'a 
amendment, dxlac tha a pp ggpri atl e n 
at $15,000. 

By a close vote the House had de- 
feated an amendment offered by Rep- 
raaantaUve Minor, of Boyle county, 
making it $10,000, and had defeated an 
amendment, offered by Representative 
Stone, of Crittenden, making the ap- 
propriation $8,000 and the secretary's 
salary $1,500, instead of $2,000. 

Efforta to change the secretary's sal- 
ary failed, the proposals ranging from 

$l.8i>0 to S.T.OOO. 

Three sections of the Oliver bill 
were adopted, unamended, with the ex- 
ception of the amendment offered by 
Representative Jones and accepted by 
Rcpresentativf Oliver. 

.■\n effort to air.f nd Section 2 of the 
bill, in order tliat the Sonato would 

have to approve the appointments of 
two members of the Tax Conunlssion- 
to be made by Gov. Stanley, was made 
by Representative Roach and met with 

defeat, the House rejecting it. 31 'o fio. 

The House voted down the amend- 
ment to Section 3, offered by Repre- 
sentative JIanray. tha purpoae of 
which was to take away from the gov- 
ernor the riglit to remove the commis- 
sioners for neglect of duty, pernicious 
political activity or malfeasance in of- 
fice. His amendment provided that 
charges filed against a commissioner 
must tfe done in the Franklin Circuit 
Court, which would have Jurisdiction. 
His amendment was lost. 23 to 70. 

Represenutive Oliver introduced a 
bill providing a referendum on acta of 
the General Assembly whara property 
Is classified for taxation. The meas- 
ure is an enabling act. It provides 
that 5 per cent of the voters, by peti- 
tion to the secretary of state, may de- 
mand a referendum vote on all acts of 
the General Assembly classl^rlng prop- 
erty and providing for a lower rate on 
personal jproperty, tangible or intangi- 
ble, than on real aatata. 



Would Make Auditor Chairman. 

Representative A. J. Oliver, af 

Scottsville, a Republican member 
of the State Tax Commission, ac- 
cepted the amendment ot Representa- 
tive T. R. Jones, ot Calloway, a Demo- 
crat, to the Oliver bill, under conal4- 
eration by the bouse of representa- 
tives. The Oliver bill, as drawn by 
the State Tax Commission, provided 
that the Governor should appoint three 
members to comprise tha State Tax 
Commiasion. The Jones amendment 
provides that the State Auditor Aall 
be chairman ot the commission and 
the Governor shall appoint a Democrat 
and a RepuhUean aa* itMiheri mt tha 
commission. 

Representative John Roarh, of Maf- 
field, a Democrat, has offered as a sub- 
stitute for the Oliver bill, and its 
amendments a bill providing that the 
State Tax Commission shall comprise 
the State Auditor, SUta Treaaurer and 
Secretary of State, who shall appoint 
an expert on revenue and taxation to 
enforce the tax laws of the state. Tha 
Roach substitute was under considera- 
tion when the house adjourned. 

One ot tha moat draatic bills aver 
offered to a Kentucky legislature was 
introduced by Representative Prank 
Greene, of Carrollton. This measure 
makes it unlawful for the members 
and employes of the various state com- 
missions and boards to attempt to la- 
fluence any of the members of the 
General Assembly to vote fo^ or 
apainst any legislation pending before 
the oeneral Assembly relating to rev- 
enue, and taxatkm. It provides that 
it sliaU be unlawful for the Oovemw 
of Kentucky to commute sentences of 
persons oonfined in the penitentiary, 
or issue pardons, or for the Board of 
Prison Commissioners to issue paroles 
to persons at the request ot meml>ers 
of the General Aaaambly 90 days he- 
fore any session OC the legislature is 
called at which revenue and taxation 
is to be considered. Violators of the 
bill are subject to a fine of not less 
than $10. nor mora* than $S00. 

Opening the debate for his substi- 
tute. Representative Roach said that 
the Oliver bill created another highly 
paid commission. He referred to the 
fact that on tha stomp and in the press 
in the last state campaign the Demo- 
cratic speakers and candidatea for of- 
fice promised the TOtara thay wonM 

abolish offices. 

Under the Jones amendmott, Kepro- 
sentative Greene said, all ot the pa- 
tronage was lodged in the hands of 

the Governor, the same as in the Oli- 
ver bill. There now are more people 
on the salary roll of the -state. .Mr. 
Greene declared, than on the Confed- 
erate liension roll. 

1 A bill was Introduced by Represen- 
I tative Stone fixing a tax of eight cents 
j a gallon on rectified whisky and six 
cents a gallon on all neutral spirits, 
beer and fermented wtna ■anafar- 
tured In the state. 

New Order lAfelaoaM. 

The order of the 'War Department, 
as contained in Washington dispatches 
providing for the location of platoons 
of a National Guard company in dif- 
ferent towns, if necessary, had noi 
reached Adjutant General Ellis' office, 
but the news was welcome, as it will 

be the salvation of the Second Ken- 
tucVy, at least, and probably several 
units of the Third. The companies of 
the First are statione'd ia more popu- 
lous eaatara. Many d tha otnapanies 
of the Second are statlmed in moun- 
tain hamlets. Their minimum strength 
of forty-five men under the old law 
was to a great extent on paper. The 
men are scattwad la hoaiaB ayies 
apart over the moantatau. Tha as- 
tlrinal defanse act requires an actual 
strength of sixty-five men and regular 
drills. These smaller towns could not 
support such a company, but the order 
coiutituting a platoon under one com- 
missioned oMeer the ■Intmam comple- 
ment for a station ia aipiii lad to aalv* 
the difficulty. 



LegKlmacy of Meade Upheld. 

The legitimncy of children born out 
of wedlock, but whose parents after- 
ward married, although one or both 
the parents were married at the time 
of birth, waa vpbaM by'tha'coort of 
appeals in an opfaUon by Judge Car- 
roll, reversing the Letcher circuit 
court in the case of T. G. Bates against 
Riley Meade. The question arose over 
the divlsltm of tha j t apmlj mt W. D. 
Meade. 

Samp Smith deserted his wife in 

1875. Six years later, after the birth 
of two sons by Meade, Mrs. Smith, be- 
lieving her husband dead, married 
Meade, who always had recognised 
the two boys as his sons. Three other 
children were born to them in wed- 
lock, and after the death of Meade the 
right of the two older boys to share 
in the estate was questioned, first on the 
ground that the statute legithBatlsfaig 
children borp out ot wedlock to par- 
ents who recognized them and after- 
ward married, did not apply where 
either of the parents was married to 
another person when they were born, 
and. secondly, on the groond that the 
marrisge ot Meade and Mxa. Smith 
was void haca u aa thwra waa M proof 
that Smith was dead.
